Georgia Republicans will decide 
Saturday whether to drop their 
traditional stay - out-of -it policy 
and enter a candidate for gov- 
ernor next year.

TYPES OF PROGRAMS 


The Coast Guard offers four basic types of 
programs. Chief Hall briefly explained each of 
these. 


‘First,’ he said, “there is the Air Foree 
Academy. Entrance is by a nationwide competi- 
tive examination. There are no political appoint- 
ments, Graduates receive a BS degree and a 
commission as ensign in the Coast Guard.” 


The Officer Candidate Program, he explained, 
is available to young men with a college degree. 
After completing a 17-week course, they are com- 
missioned as Reserve Coast Guard ensigns and 
must serve three years of active duty as part of 
a six-year obligation. 


“The Regular Coast Guard Enlistment pro- 
gram carries a military obligation of six years 
also,”” he explained. “Four years are spent in 
active duty.” 


The six-month Reserve Program appeals to 
some boys, Chief Hall concluded. After six 
months of active duty, the young man remains 
in the Reserves for five-and-a-half years, serv- 
ing two weeks of active duty each summer.
